Among the persone emberked in it, we are 
sorry to learn, ere several respectable American 
citizens, and youths of good fs mily, who are thus 
setting not on!y the laws of theic own coantry 
bot the law of nationsat defiance. Whet mad- 
ness seizes those whofly from a plentìfut and 
pescefel country, where there is room for the 
exercise of all useful talent, in pursuit of vdven- 
tures—of weaith to be acquired without indos.
